Foreword 
AD I any sense of objectivity (which I have not) and were 


asked to review this book (an unlikely contingency) I 
would pick out several flaws in it. I would say: 


The author has put entirely too much of himself in this book 
and not enough of Dieppe. It purports to be the story of the raid 
on Dieppe, yet the pages are filled with trivia not connected 
directly with the raid at all, 
Now and then the facetiousness 
with which the author treats 
certain aspects of the Dieppe 
Operation jars one’s sensibili- 
ties. He begins, for instance, 
with the story of six pork 
chops. He then gives us a 
rather overlong account of how 
he as a reporter managed to go 
along with the raiders, He 
wastes a couple of thousand 
words telling us about Vice 
Admiral, the Lord Louis 
Mountbatten, During the raid 
he apparently spent more time 
talking to the wounded than 
getting the factual data which 
might give us a clearer idea of 
what went on during those nine 
hours at Dieppe. The book pre- 
sents little in the way of new 
or ‘imside’ information about 
the Dieppe raid. For the most 
part it presents the author's re- 
actions to the events, His ob-

vious admiration for his fellow correspondents is reflected in the 
several anecdotes about their behuvior under fire, but none of this 
is of any value to a serious student of military affairs. It is, in short, 


the kind of narrative that one of the Rover Boys might have 
written, had he accompanied the raidrs. For the real, compre- 
hensive story of Dieppe, as a military operation, we shall have to 
wait for the historians.” 


I plead guilty on all counts, and present this brief pre- | 


face so that the reader looking for a profound dissertation 
on Dieppe will not waste his time with the following pages. 
To me Dieppe began with the problem of how to wangle my 


way on the raid, and the six pork chops mentioned played | 


their part in this phase of it. I have treated certain aspects 
of the raid facetiously because that is how the actual fighting 
men involved treated them. I have given a picture of Mount- 
batten because I think he is a remarkable man, and because 
children a hundred years from now will be studying his life 
and discussing his achievements as they now study cam- 
paigns Stonewall Jackson, Mountbatten, always called 
the C. C, O. (Commander Combined Operations), has that 
indefinable something called color, the thing that made Babe 
Ruth a household name and Lou Gehrig just another great 
baseball player; sports writers for years have been trying 
to describe color and none have succeeded. Jack Dempsey 
had it and Enrico Caruso had it- Obscure Floyd Collins dy- 
ing in a cave in Tennessee had it, and somehow or other 
Sergeant York never did have it. General MacArthur has 
it and General Marshall hasn’t. Ernest Hemingway drips 
with color while John Steinbeck is just a great writer. Clark 
Gable would be the first to raise his hands in horror if called 
a great actor but he’s got color—Paul Muni hasn’t. You

Became a Fight For Survival 

Once we arrived at Dieppe it was difficult to be objective, 
certainly the first requisite of any historian. Very soon the 
operation became a fight for survival on the part of every 
man engaged—German as well as Canadian—British—or 
American. When this happens, the objective reporter forgets 
his objectivity very quickly. The

Fear, pain, horror, pitv—these all swirled around us at 
Dieppe and each in turn took hold of every one of us and 


it. 


gripped us, leaving no room for objective thinking. When 
the war has been over for a few years, those of us who have 
been in fairly direct contact with it, will, I am sure, sit down 
and be objective as hell. We will write long, and I know dull, 
treatises on the profound issues which were at stake. That 
will be easy to do then. It isn’t so easy for us to do that 
now. 


My colleagues in London, in Moscow and in Cairo feel 
as Ido. I know because we have often talked over this com- 
mon failing we all have—this inability to be the objective 
reporters we all were not so long ago. To us the war presents 
no complex problem at all. After three years of it, we hate 
Germans and are very happy when we see Germans killed. 
We know that our cause cannot prevail until many thousands 
of Germans are killed—and I mean German “civilians” (if 
there are any such)—as well as German armed men, View- 
ing the war with that state of mind, it is not difficult to see 
how we lost our objectivity. Long ago the objectivity was 
bombed and shelled out of us. The story of Dieppe, like the 
story of every operation I have been on, is therefore a per- 
sonal story and not intended to be a historical document for 
use in the War College.

Not 
much—but some. This book was submitted to Mountbatten’s 
office for censorship. I could not use the real name of the 
radio genius who was to be shot by his own troops, rather 
than be captured. So I invented the name Wendell for him. 
That, as far as memory serves, is the only fiction in the book, 
but under the mental stress of nine hours Such as we spent in 
the harbor it is quite likely that in some cases I have exag- 
gerated or unduly dramatized incidents not important in 
Anyhow, there you are.

“Nine O’clock” Means Eight 


When clocks set to record daylight- 
saving time say it is 9 p.m. the fact is that 
it is only 8 o'clock standard time. And, it 
may be added, only about 7:15 sun time at 
Edmonton. Since daylight-saving time 1s 
now law, enforcement of the city’s curfew 
bylaw would compel children to get off the 
streets an hour earlier than was intended 
when the bylaw was passed. Any parent 
knows that to round up the little folks at 
8 o‘clock—standard time—on a long sum- 
mer evening in this latitude would be a 
hardship to both parties. There is reason 
therefore in Ald. Parsons’ proposal that 
the curfew hour be made 10 o'clock day- 
light-saving time instead of nine during 
the summer months. 

For reasons everyone understands it is 
desirable that children be cleared off the 
streets before dark. But to enforce a cur- 
few bylaw requiring them to go home at 8 
o'clock standard time, and stay there, 
simply is not possible, even if it were rea- 
sonable. The city is too scattered, and the 
police force too small, for that. Council 
should extend the time for an hour as pro- 
posed, and thus give parents and police 
a fair chance to make the bylaw accomp- 
lish what it was intended to do.

Boring in 

It has been disclosed that Gen. Patton's 
forces, which fought through the Mak- 
nassy pass and opened a supply route from 
Algiers to the British 8th Army, were with- 
drawn and shifted to the northern sector, 
while the French filled in the gap between 
the British 1st and 8th armies. The Am- 
ericans were in the news again on Tues- 
day, when they had advanced to within ten 
miles of Mateur, the highway and rauway 
junction between Tunis and Bizerte. Pat- 
ton’s men are therefore still engaged on 
the job they set out to do—cut the enemy’s 
line and separate the forces of Rommel 
from those of Von Arnim. If they can cap- 
ture and hold Mateur, the Axis troops to 
the south facing the 8th Army will be in 
a tight spot, 

An official announcement at the Allied 
headquarters gives the Axis losses from 
the first of January to the middle of Feb- 
ruary as 66,000 men, of whom 36,000 were 
taken prisoner and 30,000 killed or wound- 
ed. The definite figures suggest that the 
enemy killed and wounded were left behind 
when Romme!l's forces retreated. Material 
losses included 250 tanks, 1,000 planes, 132 
ships—not counting ships and planes 
downed or damaged by Allied naval forces 
and airmen. There is no probability that 
enough men and equipment have been 
flown across from Sicily to make up for 
these losses, and the enemy may be sup- 
posed to be much weaker in both respects 
than when the fighting started at the Mar- 
eth line. 

That five-sixths as many enemy Sol- 
diers were killed or wounded as were cap- 
tured during the period indicates the stout 
resistance the Allied armies are having to 
overcome—and the valor they are showing 
in driving ahead despite the opposition 
from well prepared positions of great nat- 
ural strength.

Under Italian Skies 


Signor Mussolini was given a fresh re- 
minder this week that there is no corner 
of his shrunken realm secure against de- 
vastating air raids. One squadron of 
bombers swept across from Algiers to 
bomb the Grosetto air-field, 80 miles north- 
west of Rome. They could, at less fuel 
cost, have dumped their bombs on his cap- 
ital The same day another flight from 
Tripoli hopped across and blasted Bari, on 
the Adriatic, Milan, Turin and Genoa, the 
Duce well knows, were only spared because 
they are already littered with the debris of 
raids by Britain-based bombers. Nor can 
he overlook that the planes which gave 
Duisberg one of the heaviest poundings of 
the war could quite as easily have revisited 
these oft-bombed cities in his northern in- 
dustrial area. 

Italy is fast getting into the position 
Malta was in some months ago. With the 
difference that while Malta always had 
hope of relief from the storm, the bombing 
of Italy is only working up to full pitch. 
From the toe of the “boot” to the Alps, 
every Italian now knows that he lives in 
daily danger of being blown to pieces if he 
goes or lives near a munitions plant or 
other war target. And despite the ban of

OTTAWA, April 29.—(CP)—A 
yellowed letter in which Louis 
Riel, condemned to death for his 
part in the Northwest Rebellion of 
1885, expressed his joy at post- 
ponement of execution has been 
added to the Dominion archives 
collection here 

Riel wrote the letter in tie 
Northwest Mounted Police guard 
house in Regina on Sept. 17, 1885, 
and addressed it to his wife, Mar- 
guerite 

The day was the birthday of 
his two-year-old daughter, Marie 
Angelique, and Riel said the day 
had been made blessed again by 
giving him the gift of “postpon- 
ing the order of execution which 
was to take place tomorrow” 

The postponement order was fol- 
lowed by further review of the 
evidence and the death penalty 
was exacted later

by P. M. Ollivier, house of com- 
mons joint law clerk
